NEW FEET for OLD 


Highlights of 
Ottawa Parley 


The following were some of 
the highlights of the dominion- 
provincial conference which 
enced in Ottawa last night: 

Premier King announced im- 
mediate steps will be taken to 
relieve municipalities of some 
relief burdens. This will be 
done in co-operation with the 
provinces, 


It was decided to increase 
dominion relief contributions to 
provinces 

There will be a census, per- 
haps in February, of unemploy- 
ed and unemployable, 


A dominion unemployment 
commission will be established 
by Jan. 1 to supervise and co- 
ordinate relief administration. 


Parliament will meet late in 
January, probably January 30, a 
Thursday. 


Letters were sent out yester- 
day to all provinces asking 
them to name their delegates to 
a special constitutional commit- 
tee which will devise methods 
of amending the British North 
America Act. Eventually, it was 
decided, the Canadian parlia- 
ment will be empowered to 
amend the act without an ap- 
peal to the United Kingdom. 


A special committee of pro- 
vincial treasurers and the min- 
ister of finance will continue 
studies of pressing financial 
problems, including debt reduc- 
tion, taxation duplication, uni- 
fied taxation collection and 
creation of a Joan council. 


It was agreed to amend the 
BN.A. Act to define clearly 
provincial taxation field, elim- 
inating duplication. 


The dominion will consider 
increasing from 33 1-3 to 50 per 
cent the depletion allowance 
for gold mines and also the re- 
bating to the provinces of 50 
per cent of the corporation in- 
come taxes paid by gold mines, 


Unified mining lands across 
Canada were found to be im- 
practical. 


Another continuing committee 
will draft uniform company 
laws from the dominion and all 
provinces, 


The conference decided to 
continue federal farm loan leg-* 
islation and went on record as 
approving a maximum interest 
rate of four per cent. 


The dominion and provinces 
will share 50-50 in costs of the 
trans-Canada highway.

These are only a few of the multitude of 
recommendations upon which the committees 
agreed, and which are put in line for imple- 
menting by legislation and action on the part 
of federal and provincial authorities.

This is leadership of the kind for which the 
people of Canada have been waiting and long- 
ing through years of growing misery. The first 
result of the conference will be a revival of 
hope, confidence and courage on the part of the 
public. That—as always—will be an even more 
potent factor for recovery than anything the 
Governments and legislatures may do as a 
result of the gathering.

Milk 


— 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

| Milk must be considered a valuable food 
| and is unique in that it is the only material 
of which we may truly say that it is prepared 
by nature for the purpose of being used as a 
food. It is the one food intended for the nour- 
ishment of the young, and serves this purpose 
so admirably Yhat a universal 
substitute for it in the diet of 
infants, has yet to be found. 
It is not surprising that milk 
has been called “the most 
nearly perfect food” for it in- 
sures the adequate nourish- 
ment of young and growing 
animals, who thrive upon it. 

Certainly, it would be 
hard to find an article of diet 
more written about than 
milk. We hear a great deal 

about the extremely long and healthful lives 

of those people who live cn soured or fermented 
milk, or at least, use them in abundance; and 
three thousand years ago, Moses laid down the 
dietetic rule that milk and meat should not be 
used at the same meal, which piece of advice 
still stands as a sound piece of advice to follow. 

The growth of the canned milk industry is one 
| of the miracles of modern times and this 
|findustry provides the housewife with clean, 
wholesome sterilized milk, ready to use at any 
time. All in all, the subject of milk is a most 
important one and any person making a study 
of dietetics should consider milk from the 
standpoint of one of the most widely used and 
most important foodstuffs of today. 

Milk is especially recommended as a bone- 
building food because it contains important 
amounts of both calcium and phosphorous, and 
these elements are needed to build good bones 
and strong teeth. Calcium is often deficient in 
he average diet and both milk and leafy vege- 
tables are rich in it. However, milk is deficient 
in iron and in ihe case of the infant, this defi- 
ciency is made good by the iron stored up in 
the liver, which supply will last through the 
milk-feeding period. If you tried to live on 
milk and nothing else, you would need to secure 
ron from some source and you would probably 
supplement the milk diet by adding tomato 
juice or orange juice, both of which supply 
iron. 

Whole milk is one of the best sources of 
vitamin A and contains vitamin B in appreciable 
amounts. It is lacking in vitamin C but this 
vitamin is provided in abundance if orange 
juice or tomato juice are added to the diet. 
Beyond any question of a doubt, you could live 
on just milk and orange juice indefinitely, pro- 
vided you obtained enough quarts of milk each 
day to maintain your weight. You would be 
well nourished on just this simple combination. 

Milk is classed as a protein food and protein 
is used in the body to re-build worn out tissue.

I've been reading of a Christmas tramp 
through snow and wind from Rocky Mountain 
House to Edmonton made by a 19-year-old 
youth in search of food. He couldn't make it by 
train or hitch-hike his way, because there were 
no trains or cars running. He couldn't even 
thumb it on the highway or 
stop overnight at a farmhouse 
for a meal and a bed, because 
there was no highway and 
not a single house between 
Rocky Mountain Hou#e and 
the old Hudson's Bay here in 
Edmonton. 

Think of that should we 
happen to get a blizzard on 
Christmas Day and you have 
to walk a dozen blocks while 
workmen are clearing the

The story of this tramp by Henry John 
Moberly in the Christmas week of 1854 takes 
less than a couple of pages of telling in a 240 
page book crammed with stories of early life 
and adventure ahead of steel in the Canadian 
West when fur was king. Those last four 
descriptive words form the title of the book, 
“When Fur Was King.” It is written by W. B. 
Cameron, in collaboration with Mr. Moberly. 
Mr. Cameron is author of “The War Trail of 
Big Bear” in which Mr. Cameron tells of his 
own adventures as the sole male survivor of 
the Frog Lake massacre, and as prisoner in Big 
Bear's camp. 

Not alone for boys seeking a story of adven- 
ture and for the student seeking authentic his- 
tory, every resident of Alberta would profit by 
reading the story of Moberly’s life as a pioneer 
and adventurer, for the background it affords 
to our present-day life. 

Even the episode cited of the Christmas trip 
to Edmonton—of the long tramp to Pigeon lake 
only to discover that wolves had eaten their 
cached provisions, of shooting an owl, a prairie 
chicken and a rabbit for food on a three-day 
tramp through a howling blizzard, of finding 
on the seventh day the little valley known as 
Mud Creek, through which the Mud river 
meanders to join the Saskatchewan a little west 
of Edmonton—tenants the creek with noble 
ghostly memories,

The Moberly family of Penetanguishene, 
Ontario—children of a retired British naval 
captain and his Polish wife—have written their 
names in many places in the early history of 
the Canadian West. Walter, Moberly, an elder 


brother of H. J.’s, was engineer-in-chief of the 
parties which sought a route through the 
Rockies for the railway now known as the 
C.P.R. He was the discoverer of Eagle Pass. His 


name has been given to a Station on the main 
line near Golden, B.C. c 

Ten years before that, another brother, 
Frank Moberly, C.E., had constituted himself an 
authority on the mountain passes about the 
head waters of the Peace river. As boys the 
Moberly brothers had seen the Indian mail 
carriers with their sleds, trudging from Pene- 
tanguishene to the Sault, carrying their own 
food and blankets and hauling sleds with 180 
pounds apiece of mail, and the exploration of 
the unknown territories had no terrors for 
them. 

Henry’s career might easily have ended with 
his first buffalo hunt on his way to Rocky 
Mountain House. He tells how, mounted on a 
fine grey, and with a double barrelled gun, he 
outdistanced the other members of the party, 
as he went in pursuit of a fine bull. He was 
almost on top of it and saw its tail stiffen when 
he heard shouts which he took to be cheers at 
his prowess. To his annoyance a shot rang out. 
Another member of the party had shot his bull 

The half-breed who had shot the beast 
appeased Moberly’s anger saying, “Boy, w’en 
you se de bull's tail go up, look out! He plant 
hees forefeet on de ground, hees hind quarter 
swing around, and den w’ere you t'ink you are? 
W’y, on hees horn!” 

Moberly lived to be a mighty hunter of 
buffalo, moose and grizzly. Claiming that few 
white men and not many Indians have killed 
more bears than he, he says: 

“I never risked firing at a grizzly from a 
farther distance than six or seven feet. I 
was often told I was foolhardy, but the 
truth is I was afraid to fire from a longer 
range. If a bear is wounded and makes a 
rush, I defy any man to place an effective 
shot, for es the bear approaches he swings 
his head from side to side. All the grizzly- 
hunting accidengs I have ever seen or heard 
of, have been due to firing first from too 
great a distance and crippling the animal 
only; then the beast closed with the hunter 
and either badly mangled or killed him 
before he could administer the knockout 
shot. If you meet a grizzly he will always 
rise once or twice on his hind legs. If on 
approaching and when within a couple of 
yards he doesn’t stand erect, throw your 
cap or anything in his face, and he will rise. 
As he comes down for the final rush, take 
steady aim. The man who misses the vital 
spot from that distance has no business to 
hunt bear, and will probably never have 
another chance.” 


How did they celebrate 
post in Edmonton in the fifties? 

It started with a “grand regale,” which 
meant rum all round and a mighty feast. There 
no lack of fiddlers. Everybody—white 
red or mixed—took part in eight and four hand 
reels and single and double jigs. In between 
occasional interludes were held, when 
disputants settled disputes with their fists, shook 
hands and then continued the dance 

Many weddings were arranged at the dance: 
and ratified next day. One ultra-modern note 
was struck. Says Moberly: 

“Often, among the French-Canadians 
and half-breeds, exchenge of wives was 
effected, either ‘at par’ or else one side 
received something to boot These ex- 
changes might be irrevocable or for stated 
periods, and were considered quite proper; 
at any rate, the ladies. to judge from their 
quiet acquiescence, felt no delicacy about 
the arrangements.”

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1892 the death 
took place of Sir Adams George 
Archibald, a Father of Confedera- 
tion from Nova Scotia. One of 
the pupils of the historic Pictou 
Academy, he was a credit to that 
institution. Born in 1814, he was 
when 24 called to the bar of 
Prince Edward Island and the 
year following became a barrister 
in Nova Scotia. Elected to the 
Nova Scotia Assembly for Col- 
chester in 1851 he continued to 
represent that county up to Con- 
federation and was elected to the 
first House of Commons for the 
same country. He fought hard 
against desperate odds in favor of 
union with Canada and was a 
delegate to al] three conferences, 
at Charlottetown, Quebec and 
Westminster. When Sir John Mac- 
donald formed his first cabinet in 
1867, Mr. Archibald was sworn as 
secretary of state for the prov- 
inces, but when William McDou- 
gall made a mess of things at 
Fort Garry in 1869, Mr. Archi- 
bald, much against his will, con- 
sented to go to the Red Ri-er as 


—_—o— 


the first lieutenant governor of 
the North West Territories, where 
he laid the foundation of respon- 
sible government, even at the 
expense of personal popularity. 
At one time he was burned in 
effigy at Fort Garry, only to re- 
ceive a formal apology the next 
Week. When he had had enough 
of Manitoba he returned to Nova 
Scotia with the promise that he 
should be the next lieutenant 
governor of that province, but, it 
not being vacant, he was named 
judge in equity at Halifax, June 
24, 1873, but only sat for ten 
days, being sworn as lieutenant 
governor on July 5. He remained 
at Government House until 1883, 
and two years later was created 
K.C.M.G. Then he retired but 


when, in 1888, Hon. A. W. Me- 
Lelan resigned the seat in the 
Commons for Colchester to be- 


come governor, Sir Adams was 
returned and again sat in Parlia- 
ment, but was seldom there, being 
a very old man, just a relic of his 
youth, He was a great Nova 
Scotian and a great Canadian.

Brain Atlas Being Com- 
piled By Soviet 
Scientists 


MOSCOW, Dec. 14.—Twenty-five 
thousand microscopic slices were 
made Friday of the brain of Nik- 
olai Lenin, father of Communism, 
for study by the Soviet Brain In- 
stitute. | 

The institute, founded in 1927, has | 
180 adult, 300 child and 470 anima! | 
brains under study. Results will be | 
used for making a “brain atlas” to| 
serve educational and_ scientific 
purposes. 

Lenin died in Jan., 1924. His em- | 
balmed body is still preserved in a 
mausoleum in Red Square, where 
it is on view. |
